At the hour of 12 00 o’clock on Monday, January 6, 1913, being the 
day and hour fixed by the Constitution for the convening of the Leg- 
islature of the State of Idaho, the members-elect of the Senate of the 
Twelfth Session of the Legislature convened in the Senate Chamber 
in the Capitol building in the city of Boise, with Hon. L H. Sweetser, 
President of the Senate, Elevinth Session, presiding 

Hon Whlfred L. Gifford, Secretary of State of Idaho, appeared and 
read the following certificate of election of the Senators-elect

Mr. Sweetser then introduced Hon. Herman Taylor as President of 
the Senate, of the Twelfth Session of the Legislature. 

President Taylor briefly addressed the Senate, impressing upcn the 
members their obligations to the electors of the State of Idaho, 

Roll call of the Senators showed that all members were present ex- 
cept Senator-elect Defenbach. 

Senator Hunt moved that the Senate now proceed to organize. 

Motion seconded by Senator Goodnight. 

Motion carried. 

Senator Goodnight presented the name of Senator John W. Hart 
to act as President pro tem of the Senate. 

Motion seconded by Senator Johnson.

Senator Dunning suggested that all ołd soldiers and members who 
could not hear well be also allowed to select their seats. 

This suggestion of Senater Dunning was adopted 

The President appointed Senators Robinson and Dunning to act as 
a committee upon the selection of seats. 


Seator Goodnight moved that a committee be appointed to draft 
and recommend rules for the Senate 


Motion seconded by Senator Hanson 

Motion carried.

RULES 
Hours of Meeting, ° 

1 ‘The stated hours of meeting, unless otherwise ordered, shall 
be 10 o’clock in the morning of each day 
Call to Order, 

The President (ex-officio, the Lieutenant Governor), or i= his 
absence, the President pro tem, shall take the chhir every day prompt- 
ly at the hour to which the Senate stands adjourned, shall cail the 
Senate to order, and on appearancé of a quorum, shall proceed to 
business. 

ROLE N. 
Quorum. 

1 A majority of Senators shall constitute a quorum and when- 
ever a less number than a quorum shall convene at a regular meet- 
ing and shall adjourn, the names onf the absentees shall be eritered 
on the Journal 
Quorum May Compel Attendance. 

2 Whenever a less number than a quorum shall convene at any 
regular meeting they are empowered to send the Sergeant-at-Arms, 
or any other person or persons by them authorized, for any or all 
absent Senators, and the actual ékpense incurred thereby, in each 
case, shall be paid by the absentees, respectively, whless for a good 
anā suffitiéht reason they rnay Have beëñ, of thay bé, excused by 
the Senate or the President. 


RULE iH. 
Order of Business. . 

1. The Senate having been called to order at the hour to which 
it shall have adjourned, and a quorum being present, the order of - 
business shall be as follows

2. Whenevét any bill of 6the® matter is miadé the special order 
for a particular day and hour, and the consideration thereof shall not 
be completed at that sitting, ıt shall retain its place on the general 


calendar. 
RULE Iv. 
Motions—When to Be Written. 
1. No motion shall bg debated until the same shall have been sec- 
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onded and put by the Chair, and if desired by the presiding officer, 
or by any Senator, such motion shall be reduced to writing, deliv- 
ered at the Secretary's desk and read before the same shall be de- 
batable. 

2. When a quetsion is under debate the President shall receive no 
motion but

: RULE V.. 
Substitutes Are Amendments Only. 

1. All so-called substitute motions and resolutions shall be con- 
sidered as amendments only, and shall be subject to the rules relating 
thereto, except such matters as may be reported by committees. 

RULE VI. 
Questions of Order—Presideht May Speak. 


1. All questions of order shall be decided by the President without 
debate; such decisions shall be subject to appeal to the Senate by 


‘any two Senators. On such appeal, no Senator shall speak more 


than once, unless by leave of the Senate, and the President may, on 
such appeal, speak in preference to Senators. 
Exceptional Wards. 

2. Jf a Senator be called to order for words spoken, the excep- 
tional words spoken shall immediately be taken down in writing by 
the Secretary. 

Transgressing Rules. 

3. If any Senator, in speaking or otherwise, transgress the rules 
of the Senate, the President shall, or any Senator may, call him to 
order; and the Senator called to order shall immediately take his 
seat, if reyuired to do so by the President, until the question of order 
is decided. { f 

If the decision be in favor of the Senator called to order, he shall 
be at liberty to proceed; if otherwise, he shall not be permitted to 
proceed, in case any Senator objects, without leave of the Senate. 


RULE VIL 
Motion to Adjourn, . 
1, A mation to adjourn (or take recess) shall always be in order; 
but being decided in the negative, shall not again be entertained, 
unless some motion, call or order shall have intervened. 


RULE VAI.

Divisie Questions. 

J. A question containing. two or more propositions, capable of 
divisiou, snall be divided, whenever desired by any Senator. 
To Strike Ont and Insert, 

% A mvtion to strike out and insert shall be deemed divisible, 
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but a motion to strike out being lost, shall neither preclude a motion 
tc amend nor a motion to strike out and insert. 
Amendments by House. 

3. No amendment by the House of Representatives to a Senate 
Bill or other proposition shall be divisible 


RULE IX, 
Undebatable Questions, 
1. The following questions shall be decided without debate, to wit. 
To adjourn. i 
To take recess 
To lay on the table 
To take from the table. 
To go into Committee of the Whole on the orders of the day. 
And questions relating to the priority of business. 


RULE X. 
Filling Up Blanks, 
1 On filling up blanks, the question shall first be taken on the 
largest sum, the greatest number and most distant day. 


RULE XI. 
Calling Any Senator to the Chair, 


1. The President shall have the nght, in the absence or inability 
of the President pro tem, to name any Senator to perform the duties 
of the Chair, who shall be invested during such time, with al} the 
puwers and privileges of the President, except that of sigmug bins 
and joint resolutions. But such appointment shall not extend beyond 
an adjournment. 

Preserving Order. 

2. The President shall have the general direction of the Senate 
chamber, and in case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the 
body, he shall have the power to order the same to be cleared 
Reporters, 

3. The President may assign seats within the bar of the Senate to 
reporters of newspapers for the purpose of taking down the proceed- 
ings, but so as not to interfere with the convenience of the Senate, 
Signing Bills. 

4. The President or President pro tem shall, in the presence of the 
Senate, sign all bills and joint resolutions, memonals and addresses, 
when passed by both Houses, and all writs, warrants and subpoenas 
issued by order of the Senate or any committee thereof, shall be under 
his hand attested by the Secretary. 


RULE XN. 
Secretary to Preserve Papers, 


1. The Secretary shall permit no journal records, bills or papers 
to be taken from his desk or out of his custody other than in the 
regular routine of business; nor shall he, at any time or place, allow 
the same to be handled or examined by any person whatsoever, 
except the President, Senators and officers and the employes of the 
Senate in the due discharge of thelr duties, 

Paper Missing. 

2 If any paper in his Gace shall be missing he shall report the 
fact, immediately upon the discovery thereof, to the President, $ 
Docket. 

3. The Secretary shall keep a book to be called a docket, in which 
he shail enter, under appropriate marginal numbers, all Senate and 
House Bills, Joint Resolutions and Memorials with correct notes, in- 
cluding the dates thereof, showing the state, condition, and progress 
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of cach bill pending, until the final disposition thereof, and siall 
index the same under the name of the Senator or Representative in- 
troducing the bill, joint resolution or memorial, and generally shall 
perform the duties of his office under the direction of the President. 

RULE XUI. 
Journal, l 


1. The Secretary shall keep a correct Journal of each day's pro- 
ceodings, 

2. The titles of all Senate bills shall be entered on the Journal, 

RULE XIV. 
General Calendar. 

1. Whe Secretary shall make a Hat of all bills in the order in which 
they were reported from committees, unlecs the Senate shall other- 
wise direct; shag resolutions, reports of committees of the whole Senate 
which are not made the order for ahy particulor day and hour; which 
list shall be called the General Calendar. 
Special Orders, 

2. He shall make a list of all bills, resolutions and reports of 
committees and other procesdings of the Senate, which have, by order 
of the Senate, been set Gown for consideration at game particular day 
and hvur, whieh list shal be called the Special Ordet, 

Third Reading, 

3. He shall maka a Hst of all bills, resolutione and memorials 
which may be on third reading, entering them in the order m which 
they were placed upon their third roading, unless the Senate shall, by 
a two-thirds vote, otherwise direst, which Mst shall be called “Bills 
upon third reading.” 

Copics of Bills. 

s. Each bill introduced shall be accompanied by a cop, and they 

shall be marked “QOriginal’ und “Copy” respectively, 


, RULE XY. 
No Vote If Interested. 

1. No Senator shall be permitted to vote or serve on any commit- 
tee, on any question, in the event of which other than a citizen, he is 
individually interested. 

Absence. 

2, No Senator shall, wthout leave, absent himself from the Senate 
otherwise than temporarily. 
Who Recognized, 

3. When two or more members shall rise at once the Chair shall 
designate the member who Is first to speak, but in all eases the mem- 
bor making the motion, or the Chalrman of the committee making 
the report which is under consideration, shall have the privilege of 
opening and closing the debate thereon: but no Senator shalt speak 
more than twice on the same day on the came subject, without leave 
of the Senate, and he shall confine himself to the question under de- 
bate, and avoid personalities 
Protest, 

4. Any Senator shalt have the right to protest against any action 
of the Senate, and such protest und the reagon thereof, wien reduced 
to writing, shal, without alteration, commitment or delay, be entered 
in the Journal.

RULE XVI. 
Voting, 
1. Every Senutor present when the question is put, if qualified, 
shall vote, unless the Senate, for special reason, excuse him. 
Excuses From Voting. 


I 
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2. A request io be excused from voting shall not be in order unless 
made before the Senate divides, or before the call of the ayes and 
nays is commenced. Any Senator requesting to be excused from 
voting may make a brief statement of the reason for making such te- 
quest; and the question shall then be taken without further delay, but 
no Senator shall be excused from voting on any question by reason of 
his occupying the Chair. 

Change of Vote, 

8, Any Senator may change his vote before the decision of the 

question shall have been: announced by the Chair, 


RULE Xvit. 
Motions to Reconsider, 


1, When a question has been decided by the Senate, any Senator 
voting on the prevailing slde, may, on the day the vote was taken, 
give hotico that he will, dh the same or alicceeding day, move for the 
revonslileration thereof, and such motion shall take precedence over 
all other questions, oxcept the consideration of a coherence report 
or motion to adjourn: Provided, That during the last six days of the 
session, such motions to reconsider may be made without notice. 


RULE XVII 
Disagreements With House. 


i. In vase of disagreement between the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives, the Senate may elther recede, insist, of ask for confer- 
ence, or adhere; and motions for such purpose shall take precedence 
in that order, 

RULE XIX. 
Standing Céimfiittees, ` 

1. The following standing committees shall be appointed by the 
President, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate:

2, No committee bhall sit during the session of the Senate nor - 


at any time occupying the Senate chamber without leave granted by 
the Senate. 
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Engrossment. 

3. The Committee on Engrossment shall examine all bills, amend- 
ments ahd joint resolution, or other papers which are required to bo 
engrossed; before they go out of the possession of the committee, and 
make report when they find them correctly engrossed before they 
are read a third time, they shall also compare such amendments as 
may be made in the HouSe to Senate Bills and that are conturred in 
after they shall have been re-engrossed in the Senate, for the purpose 
of seeing if they are correctly engrossed; and no bill shall have its 
third reading unless it has been printed, nor until it has been en- 
grossed and report thereon made by the Committee on Engrossment 
that it has been correctly engrossed. 


Enrollment. à 

4 The Committee on Enrollment shall examine all bills originat- 
ing in the Senate and which have passed both Houses; see that they 
are correctly enrolled, signed by the President of the Senate and 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, and presented to the Gov- 
ernor, 2nd shall make 2 report thereof to the Senate. 


RULE XX. 
Report of Committees, 

1. Reports of committees, except such as da not propose final 
action and reports of committees of conference shall, unless-otherwise 
ordered, be placed upon the calendar for the day next Succeeding that 
in which they are presented to the Senate, 


Three Readings, 

2. No law shall be passed except by bill, nor Saati any bill be put 
on its final passage until the same, with amendments thereto, shall 
have been printed for the use of the members; nor shall any bill be- 
come a law unless the same with amendments shall have been read 
on three several days in ecch house previous to the, final vote thereon: 
is ided, In case of urgency, two-thirds of the House where such hill 

t be pending, may, upon the vote of the ayes | nd nays, disperse 
With this provision. P; 


Final Passage, 

3. On final passage of bills they shall be read at length, section by 
section, and the vote shall be by ayes and nays on each bill separately, 
and shall be entered upon cine Journal; and su bill shall become a 
law without the concurrence of a majority of the members piesent. 


Furst Keading and Reference. 

4. Every Senate bill, upon the first reading and before heing pre- 
sented, shall be referred as a matter of course to the appropriate 
standing corauuttee. 


Report as to Frinting. 

5. The committee shall, as soon as possible, and in the order of 
its reference, report each bill back, with the recommendation that 
the bIll be ordered printed, or not printed. . 


Calling for Reports. 

6. Three days after the reference of a bill, or of any other matter 
for .cnsideration to a committee, any Senator may, by giving at least 
one day’s notice, call for the report of such ceammittee thereon, and 
such committee, unless excused by the Senate, s'all not later than the 
third day following make a report. 


Amendments Underscored. 
7. When any amendment introduced into this Senate Intended to 
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amend any part or parts of a printed bill shall have passed, such 
amendment, when engrossed prior to third reading and final passage, 
shall be underlined or underscored so that the new and amendatory 
matter shall be easily discerned. 


Amendatory BUuls. | 


8. All bills introduced into [this Senate which are intended to 
amend existing statutes, shall have the words which are amendatory 
to such statute underlined or underscored. Where a bill is intraduzed 
by way of amendment:,to strike out any part of an existing statute, 
space with stars therein shall be provided in the printed bill.

Whereas, the Senate and the House of Representatives of the State 
of Idaho, respectively, did duly assemble at the place and on the day 
fixed by the Constitution of this State; to wit: On January sixth, 
1913, and did on that day duly and permanently organize and fully 
complete their respective organizations. 

Now, therefore, be it resoived by the House of Representatives, the 
Senate concurring, that on Tuesday, January 14th, 1913, at 12 o’clock 
Meridian, the respective Houses of the Legislature shall first vote 
separately for a person to be a Senator of the Umited States: from 
the State of Idaho for the full term of sıx years, beginnmg March 
4th, 1913, and immediately thereafter the said Houses shall vote sep- 
arately upon a person to he a Senator of the United States from the 
State of Idaho to fill the vacancy caused by the death of the late

Joint Rules of Senate and House of Representatives. 

Rule 1. In every case of amendment of a bill agreed to m one 
house and dissented from in the other, if either house shall request 
a conference and appoint a committee to confer, the other house 
shall appoint a like committee and such committee shall meet at.a 
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convenient hour to be agreed upon by their respective chairmen, and 
shall report as early as convenient the result of their conference to 
the respective houses, for their action. 

Rule 2. When a messagé shall be sent to either. house, the same 
shall be reduced to writing and transmitted to the desk of the Chief 
Clerk, or Secretary, as the chse may be, by the person to whom such 
message or communication is entrusted, and such message or com- 
munication shall be taken up in its proper order, as may be provided 
by the rules of the House to which such message 18 sent 
* Rule 3. Messages shall be sent ’by the clerks, or by such other 
person as the presiding officer may select for that purpose. 

Rule 4. Notice to either house of action by the other house shall 
be in writung and be signed by the clerk of the house from which 
such notice is conveyed. 

Rule 5. After a bill shall have passed both houses, it shall be en- 
roled immediately by the Enrolling Clerk of the house in which it 
originated. 

Rue 6. After examination and report, each bill shall be signed 
first by the presiding officer of the house in which ıt originated, 
then by the presiding officer of the other house, and lastly be sub- 
mitted to the Governor for his approval. The Enrolling Committee 
shall report the day of submission to the Governor, which day shali 
be carefully entered on the Journal of the house in which the bill 
originated. = 

Rule 7. AQ joint resoluticns and memorials, after being passed, 
shall be treated in every respect as are bills except that they shall 
be filed with the Secretary of State amstead of being left with the 
Governor for his approval. 

Rule 8 When final action shall have been taken upon any bil, 
joint or concurrent resolution, or memorial, which has been passed 
in one house, it shall be returned to the house in which ıt omgi- 
nated, with an endorsement thereon by the clerk, showing a complete 
record of all action taken upon it., 

Rule 9. When a bill, joint or concurrent resolution, or memorial, 
except in matters pertaining to revenue or finance, Shall have been 
passed by one house, and have been rejected by the other, it can not 
be again introduced in the house in which it originated. 

Rule 10. When both houses adhere to their disagreement, after 
the vote of the Committee of Conference upon any will, joint or 
concurrent resolution, or memorial, the same shall be considered 


Rule Yi. The Chairman of the HouSe Committee on Printing and 
an of the Senate Committee shall constitute a standing 
of two and take action on all articles proposed to be. 
printed by toncurrent action, and the work to be done shall be equally 
apportioned to each chairman for a reference to his respective com- 
mittee. 

Rule 12. When the two houses meet in joint session the President 
of the Senate shall preside. Such session shall be held in the chamber 
of the House of :Represenatives. The Chief Clerk of the House of 
Representatives and the Secretary of the Senate shall be the clerks 
of such session, and the record of the proceedings shail be entered 
on the Journals of the respective houses,

Messages from the Governor, 
To the President and Members of the Senate: 

Gentiemen—There is one matter of great importance to which I 
desire to invite your attention in order that you may, if you find 
proper to do so, take action thereon prior to the adjournment of the 
present session of the Legislature. I refer to the question of such 
action as could be taken by you for the purpose of increasing the 
marketability of irrigation bonds issued in this State. It has been 
pojnted out in current newspaper and other discussion that the. con- 
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ditions under which such bonds have been issued in the past have 
caused the holders thereof to become dissatisfied, and the bonds to 
depreciate to such an extent that they can no longer be disposed of 
satisfactorily. This results m retarding the State’s development, and 
if action can be taken by you which will relieve this situation it 
will undoubtedly he one of the greatest accomplishments which you 
will have to your credit. It has been suggested that, in preparing 
the form of contracts under which such bonds have been issued in 
the past, too httle attention hag been paid to providing adequate 
security for the investor. However this may be, it is obvious that it 
would be well to authorize a cemmis:ion for the purpose of studying 
this question, and to'determine what, if any, changes in our laws are 
necessary in order to give our irrigation bonds that credit which 
they must have if we are to develop the latent resources of our 
State. Such a commission should learn the requirements of bonding 
houses and bond purchasers in order to ascertain whether or not it 
is possible to devise a. form of cantract which would result in making 
irrigation bonds marketable, while at the same tıme preserving and 
protecting the rights of the settler and home builder. i 
I suggest that authority be given by you for the appointment of 
a commission to consist of two lawyers, fwo bankers, and one en- 
gineer, such Commission to serve without pay, and to report their 
findings and conclusions ‘to the next Legislature for its action. A 
small appropriation should be made toverime the cost of stationery, 
and postage, and the employment of a secretary, for at least a part 
of the time during which the Commission would be engaged in its 
study of this matter. I suggest that the sum of one thousand dollars 
should be ample for such purpose, and that if the desired results are 
accomplished it will be money well spent.

To the President and Members of the Senate: 

Gentiemen—I have the honor to inform you that I have this day ap- 
proved Senate Bill No. 20, by Senator Haight. This approval is some- 
what reluctantly given because of the following considerations, to 
which I desire briefly to invite your attention. 

It seems to be provided in Section 2 of said Act that where the af- 
fidavit required to be made prior to the purchase of alcohol for me- 
chanical] ‘or scientific purposes is made within the limit of any munici- 
pal corporation it must ba made before the Clerk of such corporation 
where the alcohol is to be used. It also provides that where the al- 
cohol is purchased outside of a municipal corporation this affidavit 
required must be subscribed and sworn to before a Justice of the 
Peace in the precinct where the alcohol is sold. The provisions of 
this Act would make it impossible for a person residing outside of a 
municipal corporation to purchase alcohol for mechanical or scien- 


tific purposes unless he could find a pharmacist located outside of a __ 


municipal corporation. In many dry counties this would actually 
work a great hardship.. In some such counties there are few, if 


Y 
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any, pharmacists outside of incorporated towns or villages, and the 
effect of the law would be to exclude people residing ın country pre- 
cinets from the privileges of the Act, | 

In Section 2 it is also provided that nothing herein contained shall 
be construed to apply to the sale of wood or denatured alcohol. Sec- 
tion 2 relates only to the affidavit required to be made prior to the 
purchase of alcohol] and the question naturally arises as to whether 
it ig the purpose to except wood or denatured alcohol from the pro- 
visions of Section 2 only. Iti shoula be clearly stated that nothing 
contained in the said Act shauld apply to the sale of wood or de- 
natured alcohol for the reason \that wood or denatured alcohol should 
not be included within the limitation as to the amount which might 
be kept on hand at any tiame,,and also as to reports of sale, ship- 
ment, etc. 

Iù Section 1 of the said Act it 15 provided that a physician may pre- 
scribe alcoholic liquors in case of actual sickness, but in Section 3 of 
the said Act ıt is provided that ‘no wine shall be sold in any prohi- 
bition district within the State exce for sacramental purposes.” 
From these two provisions it would seein that while a physician might 
prescribe whiskey or brandy ım case of sickness he would not be per- 
mitted to prescribe port wine, 

In Section 5 of the said Act it is made unlawful “for any person 
to bring or deliver into any prohibition district in this State, or to 
have upon his person, or in his personal baggage, or Keep in his 
reSidence, if such is not a place of business, for his private use, mm- 
toxicating hquors in quantity im excess of one gallon, or one case of 


beer containing not more than twenty-four quart bottles” The only ` 


reasonable construction to be placed upon this language is that beer 
is not regarded as intoxicating hquor, whereas we all know that it 
19. Then, too, while ıt is declared to be unlawful to do certain things, 
it is not made an offense of any recognized character, nor 1s a penalty 
provided for bringing into such district Nquors in excess of the amount 
prescribed This makes the provisions of this Section moperative and 
of no force and effect, and such provisions should not be Included 
within a law. Nothing tends more to bring our laws into disregard 
than to enact measures whith cannot be enforced 

It ig apparent at once that the purpose of this Act is to break up 
and prevent the practice of bootlegging in prohibition counties, and 
because it seems probable that the Act will accomplish this purpose, 
I give it my approval in the form. in which it is now presented, 
rather than to cause chances to be taken of its failure to be enacted 
into Jaw by withholding approval and sending the same back to be 
reintroduced at this late stage of the session. 

It seems to me, however, that it would be the part of wisdom to 
have Introduced immediately, and passed, if possible, an amendatory 
act correcting the defects of the prebent law indicated above.

Twelfth Legislative Session, February 28, 1913. 
Mr. President: 

We, the undersigned members of your Special Committee ap- 
pointed under Senate Resolution No i, to make an investigation of 
the alleged wrongful incarceration of one Carl Machold in the State 
Sanitarnum at Blackfoot, beg leave to submit to you the following 
report, 

ist. After careful examination‘ of the petitions and papers sub- 
mitted ta us, we at once subpoenaed before us Dr. Poole, Superintend- 
ent of the Blackfoot Sanitarium, who brought with him Carl Machold. 
We also subpoenaed Doctors Wilham D. Lyman, L P. McCalla and J. 
M. Taylor of Boise City, who were sworn to°-make a thorough exam- 
ination in our presence as to the sanity of said Carl Machold, and to 
fle with us a signed report of their conclusions. This they did, and 
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we herewith attach their report, which we make a part hereof. 
2nd. We have endeavored to give an impartial and careful hear- 

ing of this matter, and after listening to Machold’s testimony and 

watching his demeanor, we must confess that we can easily under- 
stand why laymen, having no special knowledge or education con- 
cerning diseases of the mind, could readily believe this man sane. Yet 
from the unanimous opimon of the physicians, men held ın mgh 
esteem in this community, both for ability and integrity, we conclude 
that Carl Machold was properly adjudged insane, and that he is not 
oeing improperly or unlawfully held at Blackfoot. We suggest, how- 
ever, that proper legal steps be taken to set aside the jail sentence 
that he was serving at the time of his being committed to Blackfoot, 
after it was obvious that he was insane. As shown by the testimony 
he should not have been tmed and sent to jail but rather to the 

Asylum. 
3rd. We have not discovered anything in the hearing that would 

justify us in believing that he has been unjustly deprived of his lib- 

enty or been despoiled in respect to his property rights, or that any 
great injustice has been done to him. 

4th, We desire to further report that we believe that the petition- 
ers were honest in thir belief that Mr. Machold was sane, because as 
stated before, the particular form of insanity from which this man is 
suffering, is such as would not be disclosed by mere casual observa- 
tion, but which, according- to the opinion of expert judges after a 
thorough investigation, is such as. may prove dangerous at any 
moment. 

5th. Stenographic notes were taken of the proceedings during our 
investigation, which notes can be transcribed if the Senate so desires, 

We herewith return all of the papers and petitions submitted to us 
for examination, all of which is respectfully submitted.

That under his delusions, he would constantly enter into irrational 
litigation for the remainder of his life. And that his insanity is further 
characterized by a degree of intellectual feebleness and defevtive judg- 
ing powers, accompanied by an exaggeerated and perverted ego. 

That he should be kept under careful surveliance, probably for the 
rest of his life, by a guardianship of person and property, or confine- 
ment in an, institution for the care of insane people, and should not 
be given his liberty.

In putsuance of a resolution by the Senate, I herewith submit 
my report as to the sanity of Carl Machold, who is being held at the 
State Asylum, ag a dangerously insane person. 

I feel that a very grave responsibility rests on each member of 
this Committee, not only on account of the rights and interests of 
Macholad and his family, but also because of the great concern that 
every citizen of the State must feel in securing even-handed justice 
to the humblest ef her citizens. 3 

After listening to a detailed history of his entire life by Machold 
himself, I am convinced that he is not only not dangerously insane, 
but that he is perfectly sane and has shown great restraint under 
circumstances that would have caused very many men ta commit 
deeds of great violence. It appears from the evidence that Machold 
has never been convicted of a criminal charge except in a libel suit 
where in my estimation no libel was committed; that he conducted 
his own defense in a way that clearly demonstrated not only his san- 
ity, but mental strength beyond that of ordinary men. It clearly 
appears from all the facts in the case that his wife and those most 
intimately associated with him have not thought him Insane, and 
have confidence in his ability and integrity; and that his family needa 
his assistance. 


» 
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He was accused af being an insane person, dangerous to be at 
large, While he was confined safely in jail for a long term on a libel 
charge that in my estimation was never proven In fact, the truth 
of the statements contained in the alleged libelous article Is ad- 
mitted, The only theory on which he could have heen convicted is 
the old, worn-out doctrine that in a trial on a charge of criminal 
libel, the truth of the statements pmnted is no defense Tims doc- 
trine is a relic of antiquity, which we inherited from English courts, 
and which our American courts have been discarding, for years The 
trend of modern decisions all over the United States is to discard this 
rule, and many of our courts have already done sd, on the common 
sense ground that the printmg of the truth hurts no one, and that 
if nothing but the truth is printed, the motive for its publication is 
of no importance: Nevertheless, Machold was convicted and con- 
fined in a cell under a raving maniac, who disturbed his rest. The 
man who swore out the complaint charging him to be insane, never 
appeared at the hearing; the only witness who testified that he was 
insane was the clerk of Judge Stevens’ court—the same Judge who 
prosecuted Machold for libel The other witness testified that he 
was sane The doctors who passed judgment on his case had been 
notified by Judge Stevens, by telephone, to watch Machold during 
the trial of the libel case, in order that they might be able to aeter- 
mine from his conduct of his own defense whether or not he was 
insane. It appears from the evidence given before this Committee 
a he conducted his case in Court with abihty and ordinary dis- 
eretion 

There has been placed in the hands of this Committee numerous 
signed petitions askmg for a thorough investigation of this whole 
ease These petitiona were signed by farmers, bankers, churchmen 
and neighbors of Machold, men of high standing im their communi- 
ties, According to the report of the physicians in this investigation, 
Machold is the victim of persecutory ‘delusions: now if he actually 
did receive unfair treatment at the hands of the Court or Judge, it 
certainly cannot be said that he is deluded, his feehng as to the 
matter being supported by the facts. He states that he has no feel- 
ing about courts or lawyers, except in this matter he feels that he 
has been mistreated. Now it has seemed to me that the important 
thing at issue is to mvestigale this whole matter with a view to de- 
termining whether or not Machold has had fair treatment from the 
men whom he says have mistreated him If the treatment has been 
fair, then there is no doubt good ground for reporting him to be 
the victim of a delusion of persecution; if, however, he has not had 
fair treatment, then in my judgsmont his feeling in the matter is 
thoroughly justified, and he js proven to ba as sane as any other 
man. T have wished to investigate this matter thoroughly, but have 
not been permitted to summons witnesses by the majority of the 
Committee. 

In view of these facts, and of the petitions which I have mentioned, 
T ask that the stenographic report of all the evidence taken by your 
Committee be transcribed and that copies be given to the press, in 
order that the people of the State at large may determine for them- 
selves what they desire to do in regard to further investigfation, I 
feel that having gone this far, it is due to Judge Stevens, to Machold, 
and to the people of this State, that this should he done,

A more careful study 
of this matter has, however, convinced me that the supplies for our | 
state institutions gre, in general, purchased at prices lower than 
those which are made to the retail merchants of the state, and it ts 
questionable whether a purchasing agent could make such a saving 
to the state as would justify the creation of an additional office with 
its attendant expense at this time. Then, too, the duties of custodian 
of the Capitol Building and groundg which this bill proposes to invest 
in the purchasing agent are now being performed without extra ex~ 
pense to the state. 

The passage of Senate Bill No. 151, providing for a state board of 
education also changes the aspeat of affairs somewhat. This board 
having general supervision of all our institutions, except the peni- 
tentiary, the soldiers home, and the two asylums, will soon be in 
position to determine absolutely what, if any, economies can be 
practiced in the matter of purchases. It would seem to be the part 
of wisdom, therefore to wait for the report of this board, for we 
shall then be in position’ to know what can be reasonably expected 
from the creation of such an offize as purchasing agent, whereas, 
it must be admitted, this question is now largely a matter of doubt 
and speculation.

Reports of Special Committees. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

Your committee appointed under authonty of Senate Concurrent 
Resolution No. 7 to review the testimony taken at the investigation of 
the Idaho Industrial Training School at St. Anthony, Idaho, during 
the Summer of 1912, and to report their findmgs and conclusions to 
this Legislature, with recommendations.as to what action, if any such 
might be necessary, should be taken; da make the following report: 

Your committee has found ıt impossible to thoroughly read and 
digest the voluminous testimony taken during this investigation, owing 
to the pressure of legislative duties. Ths testimony fills five large 
folios and aggregates two thousand six hundred and eight pages. We 
have, however, endeavored to obtain a clear idea as to the method of 
conducting this investigation, the churacter of the testimony given and 
the general effect bf such testimony and hereby make out findings 
m accordance with the same, 

We find that this investigation was duly autho1ized by the Governor 
of the State and conducted under the auspices of the Board of Trus- 
tees of this institution ‘The investigation was conducted somewhat in 
an informal manner, all persons having any interest whatever ın the 
matters concerned being granted the privilege of presenting any in- 
formation they may have possessed which would throw hght upon the 
management and conduct of the institution. It would not appear that 
all of this testimony was under oath, although as a 1ule it appears 
that this was the practice followed. The testumony of various wit- 
nesses is not always in conseeutive order, witnesses being frequently 
recalled even at later dates than those upon which their original tes- 
tumony was taken. We could discover no trace of intimidation or 
effort to suppress the truth. Your committee would however, criticize 
to some extent, the method of securing this testimony, in that it was 
almost entirely interogatory, ‘When it is understood that most of the 
witnesses brought before the investigating committee’ were children 
or officials connected with the school and that the testimony sought 
to be brought out was secured by means of leading questions, frequent- 
ly followed by the answers “yes” and “no”, it can readuy be under- 
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stood that many of these witnesses were induced to make affirmative 
or negative statements which they might not have freely volunteered 
if allowed to tell their story in an undirected manner. This investiga- 
| tion was drawn out until it covered some eighteen days, during which 
time the Governor or one or more members of the Board of Trustees 
were constantly p::sent. After the investigation was completed, the 
recards of the Board of Trustees show that the testimony presented 
was thoroughly considered and we find that they have spread upon 
i their minutes a statement of their conclusions and findings so far as 
t their information bore any relationship to the conduct of the same 
: We find that a majority of the Board of Trustees, composing all but p 


one member, concurred in the findings which are spread on the min- 
utes and that this one member dissented. In view of this fact, it 
seems proper that your committee should repeat in this report the 
conclusions which are a part of the record of the minutes of this 
i Board of Trustees, which are as follows: 
F “The purpose of the State in maintaining this institution 1s to give 
to the young offenders such training and education as will check if 
| possible, criminal or downward tendencies and make out of the 
juvenile offender or delinquent, a useful citizen. Whether the money 
| expended in maintaining the institution praduces the maximum result 
f for the inmates is clearly a legitimate subject for inquiry, On that 
point no practical evidence has been submitted during the recent in- 
vestigation except the fact that good business principles have been 
followed in that supplies are purchased quarterly under contract 
awarded to the lowest bidder, pursuant to advertisement therefor, 
f published in the newspapers of the State, The charge has been mildly 
| made that the ration or food supply was insufficient, Evidence on this 
point is, however, to the contrary and that charge surely has not been 
| sustained. Most of the evidence that was introduced during the in- 
vestigation was directed to the matter of discipline or punishment for 
f disobedience. That there must be discipline and obedience to consti- 
tuted authority will be conceded by all. Obedience to higher authority 
is one of the fundamental piinciples of success in life and every child 
should learn it, if not Before, then after he enters this institution. 
Proper discipline is necessary also in order to protect children who 
| have been sent to the institution but who themselves, are compara- 
i 
| 
|

i;

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tively free from vicious habits, against the influence of those who 
have such habits or tendencies. Such discipline is also necessary to 
protect the property of the State at the institution against destruction. 
The evidence shows in his case, that much of he punishment of 
which complaint has been made was administered for the very pur- 
pose of checking plots or attempts to destroy buildings or other prop- 
erty at the institution.” 

It is apparent from the testimony before us that corporal punish- 
ment was one of the methods employed for enforcing obedience to the 
rules of the institution. There will always be those who will object to 
this method of training or disciplining children and on this grave 
question your committee has no comment to make. Ht must not be 
forgotten, however, that in institutions of this character the entire 
population is made up of unfortunate children who have been sent 
there because of their inability to subject their wills to proper auth- 
ority. Many of these children are harmless but have been without 
training or proper direction in their earlier years, Some of them are 
absolutely vicious and have been committed for misdemeanors or even 
crimes which would have brought upon them more severe punishment 
i if of more mature years Many of these children are utterly incor- 
rigible except by the sternest methods of discipline and it is not sur- 
t prising if there should be among the number, those who are abso- 
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lutely beyond reclamation by any method that may be employed. The 
investigation which this committee is asked to review was called out 
because of one or two alleged flagrant uses of authority on the part 
of certain officials in the school. As there may be those who are un- 
familiar with the methods of administration in the Industrial Institute 
it may be proper to say that the organization of the institution 1s 
based upon what is known as the “cottage plan” where the jinmates 
are segregated into separate groups, each of which 1s under the charge 
of an official who is presumably chosen for his or her efficiency and 
fitness for this work. In the particular cases referred to, ıt would 
appear that one of these officials had been guilty of unnecessary vio- 
lence, which might even be termed brutality, ın the punishment of 
one of the young men under his charge. This particular boy is con- 
ceded to have been a difficult mmate to handle and one whose testi- 
mony could not possibly be altogether relied upon However, it is but 
just to say that your committee agreed with the findings of the Board 
of Trustees that this punishment was to some extent unusual or even 
excessive. The fact, however, that this delinquent official was dis- 
charged even before this investigation was held, and later was con- 
victed in the courts on a criminal charge, goes to show that due effort 
was made to correct this wrong doing. i 

It was claimed that in this case the health of the inmate had been 
injured, but a fair consideration of all the evidence_on that pomt con- 
clusively disproves the charge and in fact, ıt may be said that the evi- 
dence shows that the boy left the mstitution in better physical condi- 
tion than when he entered, and there 1s apparently no foundation for 
the charge of permanent injury. Some criticism may probably rest 
upon the supermtendent for an apparent lack of knowledge of all the 
acts of the subordinate officials, In justice to him it is but proper to 
state that it ıs a physical impossibility for the head of such an institu- 
tion to perform the mulititudinous duties required of him as adminis- 
trator, teacher, business manager and general factotum without some 
probability of neglect or oversight. The records show that Dr. Humph- 
ries as well as many of the officials under him 1s compelled to do far 
more than should be required of any one person and any failures in 
the performance of duty should be chargable to limited support on the 
part of the State. 

An examination of the testimony would reveal the fact that many 
of the inmates were inclined to exaggerate the character and extent 
of the punishment to which they were subjected. The character of the 
testimony was perhaps, intensified by the interrogatory method of 
securing ıt on the part of those conducting the examination at the 
time of the investigation. From a consideration of the evidence and 
from conversations with others against whom direct charges have 
been made as to unfitness or abuse of their positions and m ‘view of 
the fact that such have all been removed and that no direct charges 
of incompentency or maladministration were sustained by the evidence 
against the Superintendent and his assistant, and ın view further, of 
the long continued, successful admimstration of this schoo] by the pre- 
sent Superintendent, your committee does not feel that it is advisable 
to make any recommendation as to change of management or admin- 
istration of this institution, In this connection, we wish to call atten- 
tion to a report by Dr. O. E Darnell, an expert in reform school work, 
who has had many years of experience along -this line, has been 
President and Secretary of the National Conference on the Education 
and Delinquent Children and is one of the foremost specialists in the 
country on industrial school work. Dr, Darnell has recently made an 
official examination of the Idaho Industral Institute and his report 
upon the conduct and management of this institution, which thorough- 
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ly approves of the work of the present administration is appended 
hereto. i

Gentlemen: In the rush of the closing hours of the session it will, 
no doubt, be impossible for you to consider all the measures whieh 
are now pending before you, and it is perhaps true that no material 
interest of the State will suffer if many of these are not considered 
further, I trust, however, that you will not adjourn until you have 
acted upon those measures Which we have pledged ourselves to the 
Peopla of the State to enact into law at the present session of the 
legislature. 

I refer particularly to n Workmen’s Compensation Act, and to the 
hills providing for amendment of our present Revenue Code. It is 
understood that the Workmen’s Compensation Bill which was passed 
by the Senate has been indefinitely postponed in the House, and that

the bill of this nature which was passed by the House is still before _ 


you for your action. 
Without presuming to dictate-in any manner what particwlar bill 


‘you should pass, I sincerely trust that it may yet be possible to en- 


act a Workmen’s Compensation BNI which will satisfy the just ðe- 
mands of the working men, and which will, at the same time be fair 
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to the employers and which will convince the people of the State of 
our desire to give them the right kind of law on this subject 
Of equal, if not greater, :mportance, are the bills providing for cor- 
rection of defects in our present Revenue Laws If ıt ıs possible to 
do so at this late hour the general Revenue Bill should be so amend- 
ed as to preserve that feature of our present law which authorizes the 
payment of taxes in two installments. This seems to be popular with 
the people and to be demanded by them.
